2. The application relates to a method for displaying the 
power levels for code channels of a CDMA signal that 
contains code channels with different spreading factors 
and to a signal analyzer (claim 7) . 

The closest prior art is document Dl (see the 
description, pages 1 and 2) . 

3. Problem ; Distinguishing a power level that is actually 
originating from an active code channel from an ^^alias 
power level'% in other words, making it possible to 
measure the power level for a code channel with a 
higher spreading code. 

Solution : The above problem is solved by identifying 
code channels having an alias power level when the code 
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channel with the base spreading factor is inactive and 
a corresponding code channel with a higher spreading 
factor is active. 



4. Although the inactive code channels are represented in 
the signal analyzer known from document Dl, the code 
channels with an alias power level are not identified. 

This feature is also not known from or suggested by the 
other search report citations. 

Document D2 discloses the calculation and representation 
of a signal power coefficient and of a noise power 
coefficient of a CDMA signal for each channel. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1 and 7 is 
novel and inventive and thus satisfies the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 
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
